Another  group  is  the  Spurias. 
These  are  tall  apognons  or 
beardless  iris  which  grow  with 
ease  as  far  north  as  the  northern  New  Eng- 
land states.  They  have  particular  value  in 
landscaping,  as  they  have  long  blade-like 
leaves  and  grow  into  large  clumps.  The 
flowers,  which  are  shaped  like  the  Spanish 
and  Dutch  iris  and  come  in  yellows,  blues, 
and  whites,  are  tall  and  are  excellent  for 
cutting.
